Not only 
that, there is a distinct possibility that they may miss 
out completely if they don’t act soon.

Why Not Taxation Equality?

Thus, the taxpayers are hit twice when gov¬ 
ernment goes into the electric power business, because it 
simultanously escapes taxes and eliminates investor- 
owned power companies which pay heavy taxes. 

This combination of tax favoritism and the destruc¬ 
tion of lucrative sources of tax revenue has cost U.S. tax¬ 
payers billions of dollars. If our national legislators are 
serious about closing “tax loopholes,” they should address 
their attention to the privileged public power projects.

Self-criticism may be a virtue — up to a point. But, 
when self-criticism leads to confusion and loss of confi¬ 
dence, it is hard to find much virtue in it. And what is 
true of individuals must also be true of nations. 

Self-criticism, the habit of running down and discount¬ 
ing the principles and institutions of our Republic may 
account for our seemingly aimless drift in domestic and 
international affairs. So far as the struggle against com¬ 
munism is concerned, both at home and abroad, Harllee 
Branch, a leading business executive and an outspoken 
believer in the American system, declares, “We shall never 
persuade ‘uncommitted’ people to adopt American insti¬ 
tutions for which we ourselves, display little enthusiasm 
or devotion; nor shall we influence others to reject socialism 
if we appear willing to foster and finance socialistic 
institutions not only abroad, but in our own land. Let’s 
face it: We shall win this struggle only if we succeed in 
preserving our basic social, political, and economic pre¬ 
cepts; and we shall lose it, regardless of apparent diplo¬ 
matic or military successes, If we end up with a govern¬ 
mental and economic system which is merely an imita¬ 
tion of the one we claim to resist.” 

Nature abhors a vacuum, and an excess of self-criticism 
is currently leading us into a self-defeating philosophical 
vacuum.
